
MINUTES OF HAMILTON COUNTY COUNCIL, October 6, 2010 

GENERALIZED SUMMARY 

 

The Hamilton County Council met in a special work session at 6:31:13 p.m. for discussion 
on various items concerning County business. Those in attendance included Councilors 
Steve Schwartz, Judy Levine, Meredith Carter, John Hiatt, Brad Beaver and Jim Belden; 
Council Attorney Jeanette Kassebaum; Commissioners Christine Altman; Commissioner 
Administrative Assistant Dan Stevens; Auditor Dawn Coverdale and Chief Deputy Auditor 
Robin Mills.  Discussion was held on 2011 Budget; New Drug Court and hiring of a part 
time Deputy Prosecutor and other Prosecutor personnel issues; a letter has been received 
from Low Cost Spay Neuter taking this request off the table due to the economic 
conditions; Clerk personnel issues.  The Council discussed how to hold the line on new 
hires and vacant positions.  Councilor Beaver stated that the Council had approximately $2 
million in cuts and $4 million in cash for 2011.  Chief Deputy Auditor Robin Mills let the 
Council know that they will see an additional in November for $500,000 for Pay Out Of 
Accrued Benefit Time (for RIF employees).  The work session ended at 6:58:46. 
 
Public Hearing minutes were approved at the final adoption meeting on October 18, 2010.            
 
President Carter called to order the regular meeting of the Hamilton County Council at 
7:22:04 p.m.  Those in attendance were Councilors Rick McKinney, Steve Schwartz, Judy 
Levine, Meredith Carter, John Hiatt, Jim Belden and Brad Beaver.  A quorum was declared 
by Auditor Dawn Coverdale.

Councilor McKinney wanted to recap that approximately $3.1 million was cut from the 2011 
budget and the Council will receive $1 million from sheriff funds.  The County is looking at 
a deficit $6.3 so approximately $2.2 million will be used from Rainy Day Fund.  President 
Carter stated that this is close.  Councilor Beaver thought that it was $2 million in sustaining 
cuts and $4 million in cash if you included the sheriff funds.
